HOPES that a rival high speed serv¬ 
ice could take over operations from 
Eurostar have hit the buffers, despite 
the rail minister saying he welcomed 
the opportunity for other companies 
to bid for the franchise. 

Ashford MP Damian Green was surprised by 
Tom Harris’s response when he asked him about 
the situation in parliament. 

He said: “I took the opportunity, as part of the 
new Channel Tunnel Bill debate, to ask the 
minister about the situation regarding services 
from the town. 

“I specifically asked him whether he would wel¬ 
come the introduction of competitive services on 
the high speed line. To which the answer was yes. 

“I was surprised the government were that 
definite in their answer. It means I now have on 
record that it is in favour. 

“I was obviously pleased because at least this is 
some good news for Ashford. This would enable 
the town to pitch to other companies to take over 
the services that Eurostar seem unwilling to run.” 

“I believe it could begin straight away but it 
could take some time as a new company would 
need to buy new rolling stock.” 

But the sight of a Virgin train at the platform of 
Ashford station seems unlikely to happen any 
time soon. 

Ian Mcdonald, from the campaign group 
Railfuture, said: “Although it is an attractive 
prospect - and we would welcome the devel¬ 
opment of other train companies running serv¬ 
ices to Europe from Ashford - I think it is 
unlikely to happen. 

“There was a suggestion the German company

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Why planning 
change could 
be bad news

GOVERNMENT moves to 
simplify planning proce¬ 
dures could leave Ashford 
with insufficient support 
services like schools and 
doctors, says MP Damian 
Green. 

In an effort to speed up planning 
permission for big projects, local 
authorities may be left with less time 
and influence over the final layout. 

Ashford is undergoing one of the 
biggest expansions in the country 
and Mr Green warned that any 
changes to regulations must still 
allow local councils to be involved. 

He said: “It could be an undemocra¬ 
tic move by the government. It is 
designed to speed up big projects but 
it depends if you think some of these 
projects are good or not. We will be 
scrutinizing these laws very closely 
as they go through parliament. 

“Ashford council has bent over 
backwards to accommodate govern¬ 
ment demands of 31,000 homes in 
30 years. It has tried to keep as much 
Greenfield land as is available. But 
any new law that essentially gives 
more power to the government 
endangers the area because it may 
lead to overdevelopment without the 
required infrastructure.” 

Mr Green went on to say that 
Ashford was often let down because 
of a lack of joined-up thinking from 
government departments. 

He referred to the problems sur¬ 
rounding junction 10 of the M20: “It 
needed the department of transport 
to give the go ahead for the changes 
to be made to junction 10. We waited 
years because it was not high on 
their list of priorities. Everyone 
blames the local council but the 
truth is Ashford council can’t fund 
motorway junctions.” 

‘We don’t get funded for the num¬ 
ber of GPs we need because the pop-

ulation figures are out of date. A lot 
of the strains on Ashford come from 
the lack of various departments to 
recognise the others priorities. 

“There are lots of times when com¬ 
mon sense needs to prevail. If you 
say to a town we want you to build 
thousands of homes central govern¬ 
ment need to think more creatively 
about how this is achieved.” 

Yourashford asked Mr Green if 
Ashford could support plans for proj¬ 
ects such as the new learning cam¬ 
pus entertainment arena. 

He said: “I am sure we are going to 
get the population numbers that 
could support these things. But my 
fear has always been where the 
28,000 jobs that are part of the 
expansion are going to come from. 

‘Will Ashford just become a com¬ 
muter town where half the adult 
population disappear for the day and 
come back late worn out and tired 
from working in London? 

“I hope that doesn’t happen 
because the most ambitious part of 
the project is creating the jobs. It has 
never been obvious to me where they 
are going to come from.” 


High-speed plans 
go off the rails

Deutsche Bahn trains would want to 
run a service to Brussels, but now 
they are part of the same consortium 
as Eurostar I doubt they would allow 
the rival competition. 

“Another factor is the set-up costs. 
Trains going through the tunnel have 
added safety requirements that mean 
the rolling stock has to be specifically 
made for the purpose. 

“The train has to be able to be driv¬ 
en from both ends. You also have to 
employ a guard who is able to drive 
the train in case the driver is injured 
or unwell.” 

However, other train companies 
have not totally ruled out the prospect 
of stepping into Eurostar’s shoes. 

Ian Dobbs from Stagecoach’s rail 
division said: ‘We do not have any 
plans at present to run services from 
Ashford on an open- access basis. We 
will, however, keep an open mind for 
the future.”

ASHFORD council will approve its 
tax base for next year’s council tax on 
Thursday, December 6. This is used to 
calculate the council tax for 2008/09. 
It is expected to be 0.05 per cent high¬ 
er than this year’s figure. 

At the recent state of the borough 
debate the council was criticised by 
the leader of the independent group 
for being too concerned with setting 
one of the lowest council taxes in the 
county. Cllr Peter Davison said this 
policy was leading to a reduction in 
the quality of the council’s services.

High-speed broadband just got a lot faster 


ULTRA-fast broadband connec¬ 
tions for homes and businesses 
across the borough could deliver 
an economic boom, the town’s 
new telecommunications chief 
has predicted. 

The newly-appointed executive says he 
wants to put Ashford on the map by trans¬ 
forming it into having the most advanced 
technology infrastructure in the region. 

At the top of the agenda is a roll-out of 
advanced fibre-optic cables to deliver light¬ 
ning-fast broadband internet connections. 

Potentially, speeds could be as high as 
100Mbps. Most home users currently have 
access to a maximum of around 8Mbps. 

Mbps stands for mega bits per second 
and is the speed at which data flows. 

It could open the door to being able to 
access high-definition TV through the

internet; make downloading music possible 
in seconds and films in minutes, not hours. 

Tim Gainford, telecommunications proj¬ 
ect manager for regeneration agency 
Ashford’s Future, told Yourashford: “If we 
get the infrastructure in place this could 
prove a massive boost to the economy. This 
type of investment will continue to pay div¬ 
idends for decades to come. 

“Early indications are that speeds avail¬ 
able might start at 10 - 20 Mbps, and could 
be increased to 50 or even 100 Mbps if con¬ 
sumer demand dictates. 

“There is a vision for Ashford to have a 
world class information and communica¬ 
tion infrastructure, based on fibre to the 
home... Having this infrastructure will 


make Ashford very attractive to businesses 
looking to relocate, start-up or expand, par¬ 
ticularly in the high wage ‘knowledge econ¬ 
omy’ sector we are keen to target. 
Expanding this sector will be a key driver 
for prosperity and a revitalised town.” 

Mr Gainford said: “This sector is a huge 
growth area elsewhere in Europe and we’d 
like to see that happen here too.” 

It is hoped most of the larger new devel¬ 
opments will be served with fibre by exist¬ 
ing operators such as BT and Virgin 
Media. Now chiefs are looking at the possi¬ 
bility of providing infrastructure in areas 
where existing operators may not initially 
want to lay fibre, as a means of stimulating 
the take up of the high-speed services. 

There are currently no plans to offer 
retail services to customers, but simply 
leasing fibre to service providers who 
would retail their products directly to con¬ 
sumers. 









UMA'S FASTER 
CONNECTIONS 

AN ultra high-tech Broadband scheme pioneered in 
Ashford is to be extended to cable customers nation¬ 
wide. 

The project by Virgin Media has given locals the highest 
speeds available at 50Mbps - up to 10 times faster than 
most connections. 

The £20 million scheme has been promoted by Pulp 
Fiction star Uma Thurman and ran its trial period this 
autumn.

Online villagers find 
out that they face 
new development 


DEVELOPMENT plans for Wye 
were in the spotlight again after a 
campaigning website published a 
map showing future housing sites 
around the village. 

The website said the areas high¬ 
lighted on the map had not been 
approved for development, but 
may be the subject of a consulta¬ 
tion early next year. 

The plans were released by 
Ashford council to local councillor 
Jack Woodford. 

The village successfully 
quashed plans last year to build 
thousands of homes proposed by 
Imperial College, who own the 
agricultural college in the village. 

But Ashford council soon dis¬ 
missed the allegations raised by 
the website. 

Richard Alderton, Ashford coun¬ 
cil’s head of planning and develop¬ 
ment, said: “There is a require¬ 
ment to find suitable development 
land in the principle villages with¬ 
in the borough. In line with best 
practice the council sought sug¬ 
gestions from developers and oth¬ 
ers for potential sites. 


“For Wye, there is a need for 
somewhere in the region of 75 
homes over the next 14 years. 
This represents organic growth 
on a realistic, gradual scale in 
relation to the size of the village. 
This has nothing to do with 
Imperial College’s previous pro¬ 
posals... 

“I would like to make it clear 
any sites put forward are only 
areas for development proposed 
by these parties. The council has 
encouraged representations and 
will only make a decision on suit¬ 
ability following a detailed consul¬ 
tation process with the local com¬ 
munity.” 

David de Sax, chairman of Wye 
parish council, warned that resi¬ 
dents did not want all the houses 
to be built in the same place. 

He said: “Of course, one has to 
be concerned about it, but we 
understand it is part of the cur¬ 
rent core strategy for Wye. It 
would be reasonably difficult to 
find room for them. People in the 
village don’t want 75 new houses 
in a clump.” 
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Sleeping family's lucky 
escape as kitchen bums 

A FAMILY in Hamstreet narrowly avoided 
tragedy after a fire at their home on at the 
weekend. 

Firefighters were called to the scene at 
5am Saturday after a fire broke out in the 
ground floor kitchen. 

Ashford red watch manager Mark 
Thomas said: “Although the fire was fairly 
small, the family were fast asleep so it could 
have easily gone undetected and developed 
into a serious fire which may have resulted 
in someone losing their life. 

“The property didn’t have any smoke 
alarms fitted and it was only because the 
family was woken by the crackling noise of 
the fire that everyone managed to get out in 
time and called the fire and rescue service.” 

Mr Thomas said: “I would urge every Kent 
resident to make sure that their property is 
fitted with smoke alarms on every level.”

Countryside Alliance appeal rejected 


Ban is prejutficed, 
complain hunters

THE chairman of the Ashford 
Valley Hunt has hit back at the 
decision of the Law Lords to reject 
the Countryside Alliance’s appeal 
against the hunting ban. 

The Alliance had appealed against the ban 
on the grounds that it broke European laws on 
human rights. 

Valley hunt chairman Graham Palmer said: 
“Obviously it is a disappointment but it still 
doesn’t get away from the point that the ban is 
based on prejudice and has nothing to do with 
animal welfare.” 

Lord Bingham criticised the campaigners for 
mounting the appeal. 

He said: “The ban reflects the conscience of a 
majority of the nation. The democratic process 
is liable to be subverted if, on a question of 
moral and political judgment, opponents of the 
act achieve through the courts what they 
could not achieve in parliament.” 

But Mr Palmer said that the hunting ban 
would actually lead to a decline in the animal 
welfare. 

He said: “I have to go out and shoot foxes so 
that I can lay scent trails for the hunt. We find 
old foxes that should not be alive because the 
hunt would have naturally culled them. They 
are suffering from diseases such as mange and 
we are finding them in areas where they 
would not have been before.” 

Mr Palmer said that shooting foxes was a 
less selective method of controlling fox num¬ 
bers. 

‘We might shoot a fox that could be of any 
age. Hunting with hounds is the most human 
way of keeping a curb on the fox population. 
We are still going out and enjoying the coun¬ 
tryside and hunting a drag trail. In the mean¬ 
time the fox population continues to suffer.” 

Mr Palmer argued that animal numbers 
need to be controlled in some way. 

He said: “I would like to see in the future a 
revolution in the minds of green thinking peo¬ 
ple about how you control animal populations. 
Hunting with dogs is actually the best way to 
proceed. 

“Hunting has been the public side of this but 
animal control goes on in all sorts of ways. A 
badger cull to prevent cattle getting TB might

highlight the sort of complicated issues that 
are involved.” 

Reacting to the decision John Rolls from the 
RSPCA said: “The ability to make animals suf¬ 
fer for sport is not a human right. We see this 
as a total vindication of our long-held view 
that hunting with dogs is cruel and unaccept¬ 
able in modern Britain”. 


Mr Palmer believes that the future of the 
Ashford hunt is secure: “The hunt will contin¬ 
ue. We are attracting more people who want to 
see hunting with dogs return. It may be in 
mothballs at the moment but we can carry on 
drag hunting as long as we have to. All the 
time I can go out and shoot foxes; I can carry 
on hunting, and that does not benefit the fox.”

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A TEAM of midwives from a 
children’s centre in South Ashford 
have been recognised for their 
groundbreaking work in looking 
after new mothers. 

The team, led by Jinny Robinson, works 
from the Willow Children’s Centre in 
Brookfield Road. 

The group received the award at the 
Nursing Times national awards ceremony 
in London. 

Mrs Robinson said: “The package of care 
that we run here is unique at the moment 
in Kent.” 

The services provided by the midwives 
include health checks for new mothers, 
as well as support for breastfeeding and 
contraception. 

Ms Robinson said: ‘We run a six week post¬ 
natal health check that would normally be 
done by GPs. We are the first place to do this 
in the country. We have worked in partner¬ 
ship with local health care professionals to 
offer a comprehensive service to women.” 

The idea behind the scheme is to welcome 
new mothers into an environment that 
is less intimidating than a normal doctor’s 
surgery. 

Bine Browne, community manager for 
midwifery, said: “This is a new way of work-

ing which looks at the broader context of 
childcare and the new bom. 

“It is a contentious issue not to have it at a 
doctor’s surgery but we see this as the way 
forward. It is all part of trying to make child¬ 
birth more a part of normal life.” 

Ms Robinson said: “I’d like to see these 
services spread to other areas because the 
feedback and results we are getting at the 
moment have been very positive. 

“This is a model of best practice that should 
be more widely taken up.” 

The midwife service is just one part of the 
Willow Centre’s services. The Sure Start cen¬ 
tre was opened two and a half years ago and 
is part of a government initiative to give chil¬ 
dren under five the best possible start in life. 

“It provides a range of services such as 
nursery care learning assistance and speech 
and language tuition. 

Alan Collado, the Sure Start manager for 
Ashford, said: “The midwifery team work 
with us in partnership it pulls together serv¬ 
ices and creates a great service for mothers 
and mother to be. 

‘We are delighted for the whole team that 
has been involved. This is all part of the chil¬ 
dren’s services that we offer under one roof.”

What is your role in the shop? 


A I do a bit of everything. We have 50 peo¬ 
ple working here. I do the shop window 
and the accounts. There are three hospices 
in Kent that we support; Canterbury, 
Thanet and Ashford. 

There are a total of 17 shops all around the 
county. I have been the manager here for six¬ 
teen years. Last year we sent £70,000 in dona¬ 
tions from this one shop. 

A What do you think of Ashford? 


A I’d rather not say. I know there are big 
plans for the town, whether that will make 
things better I am not sure. It is going to take 
a while I know that. 

A What do you like most about the job? 


A I love working with the clothes. When I 
was younger I won a competition and 
had the chance of being a model but my par¬ 
ents wouldn’t let me. 

Since then I have had a life-long interest in 
fashion. Each year I put on a fashion show at 
a local school. 

I choose the clothes for the children to wear 
and some for the adults as well. I keep my eye 
out for things that I know will be good for the 


event. I collect the items from about four 
months in advance. 

It is great and at the end of the event the 
clothes are sold. Like any shop we have to be 
aware of what is in and what is out from sea¬ 
son to season and we change the clothes 
accordingly. 

For example, tartan is in vogue at the 
moment. We also keep our eyes open for any¬ 
thing really unusual.

A lt’s generally good. For example, the Next 
shop gave us some old dummies that they 
did not want anymore. The jewellery shop over 
the road values any jewellery that we get in 
for us. Our customers are really nice and they 
get to know the staff.

Why did you want to work here? 


A These days the Hospice Society has start¬ 
ed to sell these items on eBay which is 
good because it does mean they get a fairer 
price for things. We don’t send everything 
there though. I still feel that it is important 
that people come in to the shop and can get a 
bargain. 

I think it is a question of goodwill with our 
customers. I have a Suzy Smith handbag at 
the moment that I think will be going on eBay. 


A I was seriously ill just before I started 
working here but luckily I recovered and 
after that experience I felt like I had been 
given a second chance in life. I wanted to do 
something that I felt would give something 
back.

What do you see for the future of the hospice move¬ 
ment? 


A Practically everything; furniture, jewellery 
books and videos. 

If people have brought something in we 
never turn it away. We are lucky because even 
the stuff we can’t use goes into rag-bags and 
we get £3.50 for each bag, so nothing is wast¬ 
ed. 


A I think there will be a need for more and 
more as the population gets older. As for 
the shops themselves, I think at some time 
in the future we may need to start paying 
the managers of the shops. We really do need 
to attract some younger people into the organ¬ 
isation and it is quite a responsibility having 
to run one of these places. I started when I was 
40. We also need people who can do some of the 
more physical work. It can be difficult for me 
to ask some of our older volunteers to move big 
bags of clothes and heavy furniture.

Each week we get a mystery writer to air their views on living in the district of Ashford. 



We should open our eyes to 
the creativity around us 


ASHFORD is often described as a 
‘cultural wasteland’ - no theatre, 
concert hall or gallery. 

However, the arts are alive and kicking with¬ 
in the borough, it’s just that local groups have 
to ‘make do’ with churches and halls. 

This, inevitably, means problems of atten¬ 
dance and no cohesive advertising for the 
plethora of events taking place. 

An example of this is the recent exhibition 
by the Ashford Art Society 

Here is a group of keen artists - some raw 
beginners, others competent amateurs and 
some professionals - who present an eclectic 
selection of works ranging from soft pastels to 
expressive oils, meticulous watercolours to 
vibrant acrylics. 

Subjects are varied too - landscapes, ani¬ 
mals, flowers, abstracts - but each work 
reflects the varied capabilities and passions of 
the artist. Their exhibitions are also a chance 
to purchase an original painting at a truly 
affordable price - and an original is always 
better than a mass-produced print. 


The exhibition was very successful with over 
350 visitors but that number should have been 
even higher. So many residents seem apathet¬ 
ic and happier to condemn Ashford as that 
‘cultural wasteland’ rather than appreciate 
and support what is there. 

Yet it is there for everyone. Art is not exclusive. 
And it is not the talent which is missing, as there 
are many inspiring artists locally 

Yet it seems the council does little to promote 
or encourage and, in fact, have recently positive¬ 
ly alienated many with the ‘art’ installation of 
road signs and support of The Toy House project. 

Even with a truly open mind I can see that for 
the vast majority they would both be regarded 
as “a waste of money” and “rubbish modem art”. 

For a town centre setting, the appeal should 
be wide and give pleasure to many - these 
works failed on both accounts. There is a place 
for urban art but the viewing public needs to 
be receptive and for that one needs to cultivate 
a more open-thinking awareness first. 

During the summer months I visited an 
exhibition in the library - few people attended 
and the comments in the visitors’ book were 


slating or just downright mde. I felt I needed 
to redress the balance and wrote an entry 
including the following passage: 

“Whether the works appeal or not to the 
viewer is a personal response but those who 
have to simply just write offensive negative 
comments just show their own ignorance. 
Whatever one’s views these works show a 
great deal of effort and commitment on the 
part of the artist and as a fellow human being 
we should all have the decency to respect that.” 

Interestingly, the next week someone had 
responded with an apology! 

Had I made at least one person look, see and 
experience art in a different way? 

And this is I guess what the role of the coun¬ 
cil should be - to provide the setting and cre¬ 
ate the atmosphere to open people’s eyes. I 
know there are ‘plans’ and it is a chance for the 
council to make a real impact. 

I hope fervently that it happens.

How did you become homeless? 

I split up with my girlfriend. It was pretty much an 
overnight thing. One day I was in a house; the next day 
I wasn't. It can happen to anyone. 

At the moment I am living in an old boarded-up 
building. Sometimes I think people don't realise how 
quickly your life can change. 

What does selling the Big Issue mean for you? 

It keeps me busy and it helps me raise a bit of money. 
I still have all the day-to-day expenses of living. 

It's good to get a small daily income to cover those 
costs. 

The Big Issue really is a life-saver and it stops me get¬ 
ting bored. I got the phone number off another vendor 
in town. They then gave me an official badge. 

I have to pay 70p for each copy and I sell them for 
£1.50. 

The money I pay helps to run the Big Issue itself so 
not only am I helping myself but other homeless peo¬ 
ple as well. 

The people in Ashford are generally really friendly and 
good about the whole thing. You may get the odd com¬ 
ment from kids but that's just them being silly. 

What are your plans for the future? 

Finding somewhere to live is my main priority. I need 
somewhere where my children can come and visit me. 
I then need to get a job. I have mainly been involved in 
catering work before now so something along those 
lines would be good. 

I am studying counselling at the moment. I have done 
one course in Folkestone but unfortunately I couldn't 
do the second part of the course because I didn't have 
enough money for it.

Southern songstress Kate Campbell transforms 
religious themes into lyrical inspirations 

THE unique sound of Kate 
Campbell, both vocal and 
lyrical, has been compared 
to some of music’s most 
legendary acts. 

Described as “a major talent” by 
the music press, Campbell is 
considered to have the same grasp of 
her voice and writing as Emmylou 
Harris and Lucinda Williams. 

The singer/songwriter from 
Alabama is renowned for her clever, 
mood-intensive sketches of life in 
America’s Deep South, accurately 
portraying lazy, small-town life and 
the hard-working attitudes of 
country folk. 

On her latest album, For The 
Living Of These Days, Campbell was 
asked to produce something similar 
to 200 l’s Wandering Strange, on 
which she recast the hymns of her 
youth in the Baptist church using 
her favourite style - 60s soul with a 
heavy dose of Muscle Shoals sound. 

She enlisted the help of legendary 
musician Spooner Oldham and the 
result was an album which captured 
special moments in the studio more 
than any other. 

Inspired by her own spiritual 
journey, Campbell used Christ¬ 
ianity’s teachings about how human 
beings treat each other as a theme. 

Woody Guthrie’s Jesus Christ 
opens the album and explores the 
idea that Christ’s message would 
have had the same result if he had 
preached it to citizens of New York in 
1940. Campbell used this as a 
foundation for the rest of the album. 

The same idea is used in Kris 
Kristofferson’s They Killed Him and 
Bobby Braddock’s Would They Love 
Him Down in Shreveport. 

The idea of denying events like the 
Holocaust and Trail of Tears is 
explored in Campbell’s own Terrible 
Mercy. 

There are songs which discuss 
allowing a higher power to guide us 
and the album also includes The 
Prayer of Thomas Merton, which is a 
Trappist monk’s prayer set to music. 

Campbell discovered that repeated 
listening brought out more and 
deeper meanings from each song, 
which she hoped would help to offer 
guidance, encouragement and hope 
for the living of these days. 

Campbell will be supported by The 
Haley Sisters from West Yorkshire. 

From an early age, Jo-Ann and 
Becky followed in their parents’ 
footsteps and showed an interest in 
music, particularly country.

Brad won't 
be paranoid

DESPITE being one of the most 
photographed men on the planet, 
Brad Pitt is happy to take the con¬ 
stant attention in his stride.

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Cosy charm of the Cotswolds

THERE is something comforting 
about the Cotswolds, an area as 
warm and welcoming as a woolly 
Witney blanket. 

Indeed it was wool that built the Cotswolds 
- the heavy fleeces from local sheep being 
much in demand and leading to the wealth 
and growth of the district in the Middle Ages. 

The legacy for visitors today is the number of 
beautiful country houses that have grown out 
of the area's historical wealth. The other joy is 
the lovely unspoilt countryside and the 
resounding place names. 

Stow-on-the-Wold, Bourton-on-the-Water, 
Chipping Campden, Upper Slaughter - no 
area does names quite like the Cotswolds. 

Our first stop was Thornbury Castle, just 
north of Bristol, a residence that once hosted 
Henry VIII and his second wife Anne Boleyn. 

The castle is just a short walk from the main 
town, and opposite an imposing church. 
Thornbury Castle was recently voted second 
only to Ashford Castle in Ireland as the best 
castle hotel in Europe, it's not hard to see why 

We worked our way up a winding staircase 
to our immaculate room and later enjoyed 
walks in the pretty grounds. 

Thornbury was a good spot for exploring the 
southern Gloucestershire part of the 
Cotswolds. There are gardens galore around 
here, and we dropped in at Abbey House 
Gardens in Malmesbury

From Thornbury we were also able to see 
Painswick Rococo Garden. This is the only 
rococo garden in the UK - one where there is 
no one particular style but a series of different 
features shown off flamboyantly. 

Painswick's gardens were created in the 
18th century and were almost lost when they 
were abandoned in 1960. Happily, a restora¬ 
tion began in 1984 and the garden is now con¬ 
trolled by a registered charitable trust. 
Definitely worth a stop. 


Even more steeped in history is Berkeley 
Castle between Bristol and Gloucester. It was 
here that Edward II met a grisly end in 1327, 
with legend having it that the unfortunate 
monarch was dispatched somewhat spectacu¬ 
larly by the use of a red-hot poker. 

I came away recalling the famous lines from 
1066 And All That about Edward's murder - 
“That night horrible screams were heard com¬ 
ing from Berkeley Castle and in the morning 
the king was horribly dead.” 

Our second, and last, stop was right in the 
heart of the Cotswolds at the Lords of the 
Manor country house hotel at Upper 
Slaughter. 

The name, and that of Lower Slaughter, 
refers not to some Berkeley Castle-type atroc¬ 
ity, but to the Anglo-Saxon word slohtre which 
means ‘muddy place’. 

Well, it was not too muddy when we were 
there, although we had a real downpour just 
after checking in at Lords of the Manor, which 
is a former rectory converted to a very comfort¬ 
able place to stay 

The next day we headed for Owlpen Manor 
at Dursley - almost hidden in a valley - which 
is small but of great interest. 

It is believed that Henry Vi's Queen, 
Margaret of Anjou, stayed at Owlpen the night 
before the 1471 Battle of Tewkesbury where 
her son Edward was slain in the Wars of the 
Roses. 

Needless to say, Margaret's ghost is said to 
haunt Owlpen. Accommodation is available 
next to the manor house in what is, as you'd 
expect from the Cotswolds, a gloriously seclud¬ 
ed setting.

Are you clicking on to 
television of the future?

IT has long been billed as the 
future for the delivery of TV shows 
- and a new deal between the UK’s 
top terrestrial broadcasters looks 
set finally to make on-demand, 
online TV a mainstream platform. 

The BBC, ITV and Channel 4 last week 
confirmed all three were to join forces to launch 
a unified service, bringing together the cream 
of their programming and making it accessible 
for all with broadband web connections. 

In a nutshell it will provide a one-stop shop 
for internet users to access their favourite TV 
shows. And with the power of the three biggest 
TV firms backing it, it is expected to pack an 
almighty punch on the online landscape. 

The service will allow viewers to catch up on 
shows they have missed as well as accessing 
classic episodes of top shows. 

It is expected the programming on offer will 
be available in a variety of different methods, 
including downloading - where the programme 
will go on to your hard drive for you to view at 
your leisure; streaming - which will allow the 
viewer access while connected to the site; and 
rental - the show will be downloaded but only 
work for a limited amount of time. 

Some content will be free, but it is expected 
accessing certain TV favourites will incur a cost. 
Not every show broadcast by the three will be 
made available due to certain rights issues, 
particularly with regard to sport and movies. 

All three media giants have existing on- 
demand services currently available. The 
BBC’s iPlayer, ITVs catch-up service and 
Channel 4’s 4oD will all continue to operate, in 
addition to the merged new service.

As an idea of the costs involved, BBC shows 
are currently free to access, while Channel 4 
puts TV shows from the last 30 days on 4oD 
for free. Other shows cost 99p to rent and films 
can be accessed from £1.99. 

The so-called ‘micro-payments’ (small 
charges perceived to be acceptable by web 
users) are seen as vital to maintain to ensure 
widespread take-up, as opposed to expensive 
monthly or annual price plans. 

The as-yet-unnamed new service - which 
still has to be approved by the BBC Trust and 
the boards of ITV and Channel 4 - is hoped to 
go live next year. 

Similar services are offered by other 
companies in what is becoming an 
increasingly competitive marketplace - made 
possible by the widespread home take-up of 
fast broadband connections and solid security 
systems to prevent programming being spread 
illegally; a copyright concern which had long 
bothered the industry 

Companies such as BT - via its BT Vision 
platform - have invested heavily in sports 


rights in a bid to gain a foothold on the 
emerging market. 

It snapped up the rights to hundreds of‘near- 
live’ Premiership football matches (full games 
broadcast soon after the match has finished) in 
order to lure customers to a package which 
includes broadband access, broadband- 
delivered TV and online phone services. 

Sky, a long-time innovator in pushing the 
boundaries of new technology, has also had its 
Sky Anytime platform up and running for 
years - allowing existing subscribers to its 
digital TV services online, on-demand access 
to film and sport coverage via their PC. 

John Smith, chief executive of BBC 
Worldwide - the commercial arm of the 
broadcaster - described the new joint project 
as an “historic partnership”. 

He said: “The new service will contain some 
of the very best of the UK’s content for 
consumers to view in one place, which will be 
both easy to use and great fun.” 

There was good news last week too for 
viewers with Freeview - the non-subscription 
set-top digital TV box. 

ITV, the BBC, Channel 4 and Five have all 
agreed in principle to launch high-definition 
services on Freeview between 2009 and 2012 - 
when traditional broadcasts will be replaced 
by the much-heralded switch-over to digital. 

Broadcast watchdog Ofcom has proposed to 
increase the capacity of digital terrestrial 
television - services where the signal is sent to 
existing aerials rather than via satellite or 
cable - thus enabling high-definition 
broadcasts and the prospect of more channels. 

High-definition TV is only available for those 
with HD-ready televisions and, currently, at 
additional cost via the likes of Sky Current 
Freeview users would have to upgrade then- 
existing set-top box to take advantage of the 
possible HD channels, however.

Police on the lookout 
for intoxicated drivers 

MORE police officers will be patrolling 
Kent’s roads on the lookout for drunk or 
drugged-up drivers this December. 

Over the next month officers from the 
road policing unit of Kent police will be 
joining local officers around the county, 
carrying out stop checks on motorways and 
towns to catch intoxicated motorists. 

The police arrest 250 people every month 
in Kent for drink and drugged driving 
offences. Drivers caught driving under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs get a 
mandatory ban, a fine up to £5,000, or a 
possible prison sentence. 

As part of the stop checks, officers will 
also be making sure that drivers and 
passengers are wearing seatbelts, and 
watching out for drivers using mobiles. 

Not wearing a seatbelt will result in a 
£30 fine, and drivers holding a mobile 
phone will get a £60 fine plus three penalty 
points on their licence, the fine rising to 
between £1,000 and £2,500 for drivers of 
buses, coaches and heavy goods vehicles. 

Statistics show that one in six people 
killed on the roads is attributable to 
someone driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs. 

Anyone who has information regarding 
such drivers can speak anonymously to 
Kent Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

Soldiers to Afghanistan 

THE Kent-based 1st Battalion Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders are due to be 
deployed to Afghanistan for six months early 
in the New Year.

POLICE have come under fire 
for spending £10,000 on setting 
up an online gift shop selling 
baby clothes inscribed with 
prison slogans. 

The bodysuits and bibs have the slogans 
out at last and I’ve been inside for nine 
months written on them. 

Kent police are also offering official 
looking merchandise - such as ties, 
cufflinks and pens - which critics say could 
be used by criminals to impersonate 
officers. 

The force says the shopping facility has 
been set up to help boost funds for crime 
prevention, while meeting a “growing 
demand” for police-related products. 

But Matthew Elliott, of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance branded the scheme a waste of 
money. 

He said: “Kent police is out of touch if it 
thinks merchandising is more important 
than crime-fighting.” 

Playgroup volunteer Sarah Newman, 
from Ashford, said: “Old folk could be taken 
in by someone with these accessories. They 
look authentic.” 

Neil Harmon, from Margate, added: “This 
should not be so high profile. We are 
constantly being told crime fighting is a 
priority, but it seems that merchandising 
has now become more important. 

“It makes the police look rather 
ridiculous in my view.” 

A police spokesman said the force 
believed it was the first in the country to 
open an online gift shop. 

The products were chosen by its own 
staff, working with business partner

Internova, which runs similar ventures for the 
London Fire Brigade and the London 
Transport Museum. 

They also include copies of historical Kent 
police photographs on display in the force’s 
museum at Chatham Dockyard. 

Adult T-shirts with fingerprint designs cost 
from £13 to £16, baby bibs are on sale for £9, 
and wooden police toys cost up to £10. 

On one day the shop received 29 orders 
worth about £700. 

“This isn’t a new venture for Kent police,” 
said the spokesman. “It’s not to buy equipment 
like riot shields - it’s about building a stream 
of revenue for community projects.” 

Profits would go towards projects such as a 
youth mentoring scheme and the Kent 
People’s Trust charity. 

He said the force was confident the shop 
would recoup its costs in the first year.

Discover a house's 
true potential 

ONE OF the most uttered phrases 
when viewing a property has to be - ‘it’s 
got potential’. But what exactly does 
that mean? 

We all like to voice our ideas about 
extending the kitchen or adding extra 
space by converting the loft, but finding out 
if that’s achievable and at what cost can be 
expensive and time consuming, especially 
for the uninitiated. So it’s interesting to 
learn about a new service being offered by 
London architects bettemest.co.uk. 

They will carry out a property 
potential report at a fixed cost of £395 
on any terraced or semi-detached house 
in England or Wales within five days. 

“The secret,” according to Bettemest’s 
chief executive Simon Smith. “Lies in 
exploiting the permitted development 
rights attached to every property.” 

To you and me this means what can be 
done without having to obtain planning 
permission. The report then suggests 
possible alterations, the costs involved 
and the likely increase in property value 
upon completion. 

What a difference 
a rate can make 

RESEARCH from Nationwide Building 
Society reveals that three out of four 
people in the UK don’t understand the 
monetary value a one per cent 
difference in mortgage rates can make. 

When given details of two five-year 
mortgage deals to compare, the largest 
group of respondents (28 per cent) said 
they thought the difference on a 
£120,000 mortgage with an interest 
rate at 5.6 per cent compared to a rate 
of 6.6 per cent would be between £500 
and £2,000. 

Another 23 per cent said they had no 
idea. Only a quarter of people correctly 
identified that the difference could be 
more than £4,000. 

The research also showed that men 
are more mortgage savvy than women, 
with double the amount answering 
correctly. Experience also seems to 
count - 31 per cent of the 55-64 age 
group guessed correctly, whereas only 
16 per cent of 18-24 year-olds realised 
the amount a one percent difference in 
rate could make. 


THE Bulgarian property market is 
hotting up as more and more 
British investors choose the 
mountains and beaches of one of 
the EU’s newest member states to 
buy second homes.

46 and from Cliftonville, wanted to spend 
money that they had inherited on a property 
they could use for holidays and which would 
also provide a nest egg for later in life. 

Mr Cole said: ‘We wanted somewhere that

had potential as a year-round destination for 
maximum rental return.” 

After researching different areas via the 
internet, they settled on the fashionable ski 
resort of Pamporovo, despite the fact that 
neither of them had skied, let alone visited 
Bulgaria before. 

In fact, buying their apartment off-plan, the 
couple didn’t make the trip until they had paid 
out about half of the purchase price in May 
this year. And they weren’t disappointed. 

Mr Cole said: “Our initial apprehension 
disappeared when we saw the area, the build 
quality and met friendly, English-speaking 
people.” 

The couple bought their one-bedroom studio 
apartment for £27,000 and anticipate a rental 
income of between £200 and £250 a week. 

With a top-end meal including wine costing 
under £10 and a McDonald’s Big Mac meal 


less than £1, holiday costs are enticingly low. 

Pamporovo, at 1,650 metres, has an enviable 
snow record and holds the title of‘sunniest ski 
resort in Europe’ to boot. 

Leaving communism behind and embracing 
the race towards tourism, Bulgarian author¬ 
ities and private investors are spending 
millions on developing facilities. 

Martin Rose-King, Ashford-based property 
agent for Estate-PM, said: “The last two years 
have seen the British emergence and massive 
growth in the Bulgarian property market. 

“I’ve seen some properties double in value 
over the last 18 months and forecasts predict 
an annual 20 per cent growth.” 

Lynda Ogden, of Ebsfleet Properties, agrees: 
“Bulgaria offers excellent value for money. 
We’re currently selling a development in the 
beach and golf resort of Byala, with prices 
starting from £25,000.” 

And that can only be good news for those 
priced out of traditional overseas property 
markets in the likes of Spain and France.

a big boot - there is even an optional bike 
rack that retracts into the rear bumper 
when not in use. 

It is all a far cry from the Frontera, which 
started life as a pick-up from General Motors’ 
Japanese Isuzu brand. It never really escaped 
the rut before its demise in 2003, after 
12 years on the UK market, leaving Vauxhall 
dealers to stew while rivals stacked up 
lucrative SUV sales. 

But their torment is over now; on top of 
a favourable visual impression, the Antara 
is good on road. It feels taut and corners 
well, despite a lofty stance, yet the ride 
quality is comfortable. 

Should you want to go off-road - though 
few 4x4 buyers actually do - there is also 
hill descent control. 

The 148bhp diesel as tested here, courtesy 
of FG Barnes of Maidstone, is the engine to 
go for. It is lively, if a little noisy - it badly 
needs a sixth gear for quieter motorway 
cruising - but far superior to the weaker and 
thirstier 138bhp 2.4 petrol alternative, 
offered to tempt buyers with a sub-£20,000 
lead-in price for the Antara line-up. 


TAPING over the badges on the 
Antara could spark a big sales 
boost for Vauxhall’s new 4x4. 

Unfortunately, buyers aspiring to the 
green welly wearing, country-set image that 
goes with a smart city dwelling sports utili¬ 
ty vehicle (SUV), are simply not Vauxhall 
people. 

Their pin-up is the Land Rover Freelander 2, 
which is not so much dearer than the Antara 
(from £19,995) and has proper off-road ability, 
even if you don’t need it. 

On the other hand, VauxhaH’s belated 
replacement for the unlamented Frontera looks 
classier than its everyday badge suggests. 

It has smart details such as Range Rover- 
style vents on the front wings, wicked 
alloys, a high-quality interior and nice fix¬ 
tures and fittings with alloy highlights, 
although I hate how the alloy band on the 
centre display reflects upwards onto the 
raked windscreen.

Make sure you're ready 
for new fraud measures 

WITH only weeks to go before revisions 
to the Anti-Money Laundering Directive 
come into force, global information serv¬ 
ices company Experian, is warning that 
more than half of UK businesses are not 
ready for the new legislation. 

According to its research, 51 per cent of 
companies in the UK risk being fined for 
failing to have adequate procedures in 
place. Also, 49 per cent of companies rely 
on fraud-friendly paper-based authenti¬ 
cation to verify customer identities. 

The legislation comes into force on 
Saturday, December 15, and will apply to 
any organisation that accepts cash pay¬ 
ments of EUR 15,000 (around £10,500), 
or above. 

Take care to ensure cars 
are regularly maintained 

FLEET managers who fail to do basic 
checks on tyres could be at risk of a fine 
and their drivers being disqualified. 

The warning comes from AA Business 
Services, which is telling fleet chiefs to 
adopt a proactive approach to vehicle 
maintenance. Failure to do so can mean 
employers are breaching their duty-of- 
care obligations, which can result in a 
fine, and in some cases imprisonment, 
should an employee be harmed or killed 
as a result of negligent maintenance.

Tour de force 



HOSTING Le Tour de France has 
been hailed “an exceptional result” 
after independent research con¬ 
cluded that it raised £15 million for 
the Kent economy. 

Kent County Council and Transport for 
London released a report commissioned from 
the Sport Industry Research Centre at 
Sheffield Hallam University into the econom¬ 
ic effect of the Tour. 

It shows that London and Kent benefited by 
£88 million, including organisers’ expenditure, 
and the extra money spent by spectators and 
visiting teams. 

London saw the lion’s share, with a £73 mil¬ 
lion cash injection across July 7 and 8, with 
Kent seeing £15 million on July 8. 

Cllr Roger Gough, KCC cabinet member for 
regeneration, said: “This is yet more evidence 


of what an amazing impact the tour had on 
Kent and London. 

(t We are confident that the priceless value of 
showcasing Kent on national and internation¬ 
al television will be seen next year and in 
years to come, when more visitors choose Kent 
as their holiday destination. 

“The report does not take into account, 
though, the tremendous community spirit 
engendered by the race, especially in places 
such as Sissinghurst and Tenterden, which 
wholeheartedly embraced the event.” 

Research estimated that the race generated 
95,000 hotel nights in Kent, and that each £1 
invested in bringing the tour to the UK saw a 
return of more than £9. 

The report calls the financial impact on the 
host economies an “exceptional result”. 

The university’s research does not include 
the value of the UK or international television 


coverage, which saw the Kent stage profiled in 
170 countries around the world. 

It also excludes the UK press coverage, val¬ 
ued by Cision - the media monitoring compa¬ 
ny - at more than £5 million. 

KCC Tour De France project coordinator 
Amanda Lumley said: “The research proves it 
was right to bring the tour to Kent and that 
the county is more than capable of hosting 
world-class sporting events.” 

Additional research suggests the county’s 
cycle retailers also enjoyed a welcome boost. It 
found that 63 per cent of bike shop owners 
believe the tour helped their businesses. 

The tour was brought to the UK by 
Transport for London working in conjunction 
with Kent County Council, Amaury Sport 
Organisation, SEEDA, European Interreg 3A 
funding, Medway council, district councils and 
emergency services.
